Home Mission 
Society, accepted the invitation. 

Secretary’s report was read and laid on the table to hear the 
Treasurer’s Report. Balke 

Treasurer’s Report was read and accepted. 

Secretary’s Report was called up, when addresses were made 
by Rey, J. M. Peck, and Rev. A. Savage, in behalf of their re- 
sp etive societies. 

Resolved, That this Society be merged into the State Con- 
vention, and that its papers and records be transferred to their 
Secretary. 

Resolved, That the funds now in the treasury, after paying 
incidental expenses, be paid to the Agent of the parent society, 
subject to be drawn back in books for the benefit of Sunday 
Schools in this State.

REPORT OF THE BOARD. 


We hardly need to say that we feel grateful to God for the 
privilege of living in a land and in an age in which there isso 
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much to encourage the largest benevolence, and stimulate the 
friends of God and man, to put forth greatly enlarged efforts to 
teach men the fear of the Lord, and winthem to Christ. 

Ata meeting of the Board immediately after our last anni- 
versary, we appropriated the balance in our Treasury for the 
establishment of a Depository in New London. But it was 
found, on investigation and correspondence, that we should have 
to incur a debt of some $75, to give us anything like a feir assort- 
ment of books. The Board, therefore, thought best to defer the 
subject for theinstruction of the Society. 


THE BOOKS WE WANT. 


The present is a reading, as well as a book-making age. 
Our children and youth will read, and, if they be not well sup- 
plied with entertaining books, and books too, of a highly 
religious character, which shall control their affections, and 
throw around them a pious, heavenly influence, their minds 
will be fed by works of fiction, and base seduction. Their 
general sentiments and moral feelings under such an influence, 
can not escape unternished, and, what is more, their souls may 
pay the price of yielding to its withering power, by lying down 
in eternal sorrow. It must be evident to all, that well selected 
Libraries are absolutely indispensable to keep up, and render 
efficient our Sabbath Schools. We want books that will bring 
out fully and uncompromisingly, all those heavenly truths that 
were written by holy men, as they were moved upon by the 
Holy Ghost, which are profitable for our instruction in right- 
eousness—books that not only teach those doctrines which 
all evangelical denominations hold as essential to salvation, but 
those that speak out Baptist sentiments, and practice, as found 
inthe Bible, without diminution, circumlocution, or conceal- 
ment. 

The Board are happy to say that such books have been sent 
forth, and are still forth-coming from the press of the Parent 
Society. Books, neat in mechanical execution, simple and rich 
in illustration, conclusive in argument, and so pure in doctrine, 
as at once to commend themselves to the confidence of the 
denomination, and their liberal patronage. We learn from the 
report of the Parent Society, that within the last two years and 
a half, the managers published 4,230,255 pages of Tracts, most 
of which have been circulated gratuitously, that they have put 
intv circulation 143,809 volumes ; of which, 39,858 are of the 
publications of the Society, and of this amount, 41,740 volumes 
have been circulated the past year. 


STATISTICS. 


The Hartford County Auxiliary, by their Secretary, report 
1339 Scholars, 207 Teachers, 2961 volumes in their libraries, 
and 3 conversions. 

The New London County and vicinity Auxiliary, by their 
report say, ‘‘ Our anniversary which occurred in May, was ofa 
deeply interesting character. Thirty schools were represented, 
including about 350 teachers, 3000 scholars and something more 
than 4000 volumes in their libraries. Though there has been a 
great moral dearth in the community, 20 conversions were 
reported in connection with different schools. There have been 
two new schools established during the current year, within the 
bounds of this body, whose prospects of usefulness are every 
way flattering. 

Our statistics as a whole do not vary materially from those 
last year. From the best information at hand, the Society has 
96 Schools, not far from 187 Superintendents, 915 Teachers, 
6570 Scholars, 12,800 volumes in their Libraries, about 1100 
in Bible classes, and from 700 to 1000 Sabbath School and 
Missionary Publications taken, besides the gratuitous circula- 
tion of a large number of pages of Tracts. 

Many of the Schools have weekly Teachers’ meetings, and 
engage once a month in united prayer for the blessing of God 
upon their labors. Some Superintendents and Teachers are 
Colporteurs, in their visits among the schools and neighbor- 
hoods, from whence they gather their pupils. 

While it has been a time of general spiritual dearth, and but 
few mercy drops have fallen, it is our joy to say that the Sabbath 
School has come in for its full share, and a goodly number of 
children and youth have been converted. 


The Board would respectfully recommend the merging of this 
Society in the Convention, that its business may all be transacted 
by the Board of that body. 

In closing, we would say to all the friends of Sabbath Schools, 
and our fellow-laborers, gv on, success is yours; for already 
has this noble enterprise, under God, like the Saviour’s foot 
upon the stormy Sea of Galilee, hushed the tempest-tossed soul 
into calmness and peace ; and thrown open wide the gates of 
heaven to thousands of young immortals; and we fully believe 
it will yet be bailed by millions more, as the means of their 
salvation. But not until the thousands of youth and children 
in the sphere of our action, who are on their way to the bar of 
God in sin and guilt, are born again. We entreat you to give 
to this cause your best efforts, your most burning enthusiasm, 
and above all, the fervent, effectual prayer of faith that God will 
grant us that aid, without which, all our efforts will fail of suc- 
yar finally, when our last report shall be made, not here, 
but before the white throne, on which Christ Jesus shall sit; a 
world witnessing and a God judging, then and there, may we 
meet millions saved by grace, led there by the part we have 
borne in this God-approved enterprise. '

A FEARFUL DEATH-BED. 

_ The last day of the last month, at even. 
ing twilight, in a distant part of the land, we 
Stood by the death.bed of Col. B. He was 
dying of that fearful malady, the deliriam tre- 
mens. His mortal and immortal part lay in 
ruins. We had known him partially in years 
gone by, when his vigorous youth was ripening 
into manhood. A long time had now elapsed 
Since we had seen him. But what a change 
tn that manly frame, and in his moral and in- 
tellectual condition! He had been a hard 
drinker. Alcohol, that bane of mortals, had 
Porsoned his body, and was drinking up his 
Spirit. Fond of military exhibitions, and am- 
bitious of distinction ‘in that line, he loved 
the sound of martial music, and the gorgeous- 
hess of military trappings, and the excitement 
produced by strong drink. His career was 
soon run, and the closing scene was one of 
deep sadness and gloom. His tired nature had 
given several admonitory warnings to the in- 
habitant within, to beware of the fearful crisis. 
But the fangs of ungoverned appetite had 
fastened their grasp too strongly on his frame 
to yield to the voice of reason, or to the appall- 
ing danger. For several days before we saw 
him, reason had swung off from her moorings, 
and his terrified mind beheld ail around the 
spectacle of fearful sights invisible to all eyes 
but his own. His efforts to avoid these imagin- 
ary dangers were painful and distressing to his 
agonized family. At length his exhausted 
frame and terrified spirit sunk down on the bed 
where we saw him begin and end the last mor- 
tal struggle. It was a scene which we desire 
not often to behold, and we draw the picture 
now only asa warning to those who may be 
tempted to walk in a drunkard’s path to his 
fearful end. We wish to point him to this 
picture, and to that death.scene where lies a 
once manly and vigorous frame struggling in 
mortal conflict with the grim destroyer. Every 
fibre of that body seemed in agony. ‘The out- 
ward eyes were closed, but to the sleepless, 
deathless mind what horrors and fearful sights 
presented themselves in appalling array. ‘That 
mind driven to desperation, was clinging te 
life, and holding on by the last shreds of its 
torn and tattered tenement. But the struggle 
and the effort availeth not. ‘The last cord was 
\cut, and the last hold on life was unclenched, 
and the arch enemy, with his pale and ghastly 
face, inexorably pushed his victim off the Jast 
verge of life into the deep profound of eternity. 
Here we pause, and leave the reader to follow 
the departed spirit in its mysterious flight, and 
derive, if need be, the salutary lessons which 
such a reflection is suited to impart. 

If this brief sketch of a scene so recent and 
affecting, meet the eye of a neighbor of the 
afflicted family, we pray him to spare the ago- 
nized mother its perusal, whose piows heart 
was wrung with aoguish by the reality of the 
scene we have attempted to describe, and 
whose groans and sobs are still fresh in our 
ear as they were when we stood by her bed of 
feebleness in the adjoining room, and com- 
mended her in prayer to the consolations and 
supports of her covenant God, now so needful 
in this dark hour, in the closing scene of a som 
whom she !oved.—N. Y. Evan.

Melas, returning to Alexandria, communicated his victory 
to all the courts of Europe. But Bonaparte had recalled 
with all expedition, General Desaix, (who had only just re. 
| turned from Egypt,) who was almost at a day’s march 
‘from him, looking for the enemy in another direction.— 
| Desaix arrived at 3 o’clock in the afternoon, at the time 
when the French were falling back on every side, A 
council of war was held on the field of battle. All spoke 
_of retreating,—Bonaparte alone was anxious to renew the 
| battle, —they waited for the council of Desaix. Desaix 
looked all around him. ‘The battle is lost,” said he. He 
then drew out his watch, and added, “But we have time 

jt win another ;” and, before sunset, one of the most ims 
portant victories of modern times was gained. My lords 

and gentlemen, men of power are now withdrawing their 
hand from the cause of the gospel ; I would say the same,

“After the celebrated Evangelical Confession of Augs- 
burgh, every people, even the Papis's, were astonished and 
confused ; and the Duke of Bavaria, a zealous Romanist, 
said to the Doctor Eck, the great champion of Popery,— 
‘Can you refute that Confession ?” Eck answered, “With 
the Holy Scripture, No; but with the tradition, the coun- 
cils, the bulls of the popes, Yes.” ‘Well, well,’ said the 
duke, “I understand; it signifies that the Protestants are 
in the Bible; and that we, we are on the outside. Lately 
one of the first dignitaries of the Roman church said,— 
“We do not at all fear the Protestants, neither all their 
clergymen, their sermons, their services. There are only 
two things which we fear; the first is, the Emperor of 
Russia; and the second, the colporteurs of the Bible.” As 
to the Emperor of Russia, it is, I believe, a mistake ; but 
as to the colporteurs of the Bible, yes—there is their great 
danger. Friends and brethren, let us assemble all the 
forces of the Church. The word of God, the blood of the 
Lamb ; that is the pure doctrine of justification by faith. 
The Spirnt of the Lord, who must be more abundant in the 
church ; the religious liberty, which will enable all Chris- 
tians to act freely for the Lord; the efficacious interven- 
tion of all the members of the church. Yes, if the State 
has no longer at heart the interests of the chureh, those 
interests must not fall exclusively into the hands of the 
clergy. The zeal of the lay members of the chureh must 
take the place of the zeal of the State. If the State fall 
back, Christian people must come forward. The worst of 
all ecclesiastical systems would be to place religious inter- 
ests in the hands of the priesthood. I would rather have 
the intervention of the State, than exclusive domination of 
the clergy. 

The latter is the system of Rome. Yes dear Christian 
brethren, the Maynooth Bill, and other circumstances in 
this country, impose new and important duties on the lay 
membors of the Church. If the Church should come to 
an end in England, it would not be, becanse the ministers 
of the Crown withdrew their hands from her, but because 
| the lay members of the Church had not stepped forward to 
save her. 

The ealvation of the Church, in England is, afier God, 
in the hands of the Christian people. I finish where I be. 
@an. Help us to fight our common war with suocess,— 
Rome knows very well how to choose the place where she 
intends te engage battle. She chooses first Belgium, then 
Tahiti, and now Ireland; to morrow it will, perhaps be 
England. Let us choose, likewise, the place where we 
shall fight the battle with Rome. It is in France, it is jn 
Italy, that the force, the nerve of Popery, is to be found. 
If Popery is overeome there, it is overcome in all the 
world. Ob! Chrisuan brethren of England, come ove? 
and help us ; the moment is arrived for a great Christian 
union against the great Roman league—a Christian union 
of every people, every language, every communion. [yet 
us all form ia Christ one alliance,one army, one natien,and 
the army of Him to whom the Lerd says, “] will make 
thine enemies thy footstool.”

Hartford and its Environs. 

Our friend Graves of the Reflector made a short visit to 
Hartford, a week or two since, and in his paper of last 
week he thus describes what he saw while among us. 

If life be a desert, our stay of two days in Ilartford was 
certainly an oasis. We fellinto the hands of those who 
‘use hospitality without grudging'—who wanted neither 
ability nor the inclination to render our visit a continual 
feast of pleasures. They were the friends, too, of other 
days, Old associations were thus revived, and early attach.

ments renewed. We rode about the environs of the city, 
and were supprised to find such a large number of elegant 
country seats. At this season of the year Hartford is like 
Bostun, pleasanter without than within. No public edifices 
in the country can be more delightfully situated than are 
those of the Conneeticut Retreat for the Insane, the Asy- 
lum for the Deaf and Dumb, and Trinity College ; ali of 
which overlook the city and the valley for many miles 
in extent. But the most attractive spot for the tourist, in 
the neighborhood of Hartford, is ‘Monte Video,’ or the 
Mount of Vision, and the tower of Mr. Wadsworth which 
crowns its summit, [tis nine miles nort.west from the 
city. Near and just beneath the cliff on which the tower 
is built is a fine farm. In the midst of this is a cottage, the 
property of Mr. W., which in former years he has occu. 
pied as a summer residence. Through this farm and along- 
side a beautiful pond, a pleasant walk has been constructed, 
and this ends in a circuitous path by which you ascend the 
rocky height with ease. The ascent of the winding stair- 
case, within the tower, is of course fatiguing; but the 
view from the top amply repays one for this fatigue. It 
far surpasses our expectations. The valley of the Farm- 
ington river lay at our feet, a picture of indescribable 
beauty. Hartford was distinctly in view, and Springfield 
was readily discerned in the distance. Many smaller 
towns in both valleys were within the limit of our unaided 
vision. We surveyed an area extending some fifty miles 
ia every direction from the point we oecupied, and more 
diversified and beautiful scenery can scarcely be imagined. 
Such a view as this is worth a thousand city exhibitions, 
to advertise which so many swelling words are written, 
and so many thousand dollars are paid. What are the 
tricks of a juggler, the feats of a circus, the mimicries of 
an actor, or the fiddling of an ‘Ole Bull’ even, to these 
sights sublime—nature—in the vast so grand, in the minute 
so beautiful! There is much to be learned in the city, but 
we pity the child reared and confined within its piles of 
brick, even though he does peep out upon a common or 
park, now and then, and can see flowers in the windows. 
Happy the children, and the parents too, who live where 
they have been taught 
‘with delighted eye 
To gaze upon the mountains, to behold, 
With deep affection, the pure, ample sky, 
And clouds along its blue abysses rolled,— 
To love the song of waters, and to hear 
The melody of winds with charmed ear.’ 


While remaining at Hartford, I made anyther visit which 
was deeply interesting, but which I shall notice but briefly. 
It was to the State’s Prison at Wethersfield. The chief 
attraction which led me thither was the fact, that near the 
prison resides a lovely Christian lady with whom I became 
acquainted years ago when she was a widow in the city, 
dependent on her own exertions, and those of an amiable 
daugiter, for support. She had seen many dark days,and 
the history of her sorrows, with the cheerful submission 
and trust of her spirit, had left an indelible impression on 
my memory. I now found her the happy wife of an ex- 
cellent, pious husband, surrounded with every comfort, and 
most deeply sensible of her obligations to her heavenly 
Father. Soitis that He who orders all things for his 
children, sets the good over against the evil, and metes 
out our changes in mercy. Let us cheerfully submit and 
faithfully obey ; then we may rest assured that all things 
will work together for our good, Light is sown for the 
righteous, and gladness for the upright in heart. 

Most impressive are the lessons conveyed by a look at 
the cells, the working departments, and various internal 
arrangements of a prison, How unlike all the other scenes

Satellites and Appendages. 

A pastor of one of the Congregational churches in this 
State, writes the editor of the Religious Herald as follows: 

“As a matter of satisfaction I want to see it [Tux Re-

duty, I think every Connecticut pastor should patronize 
it. With New York on the one hand, and Boston on the 
other, we, in good old Connecticut, are, I fear, in danger, 
ecclesiastically and socially, of losing our distinctive 
character, and beeoming mere satellites and appendages 
to those cities. ‘To prevent this, I, for one, should like to 
see all Connecticut taking the same, and that a Connecti- 
cut paper, using the same psalm and hymn book, and 
reading the same review—the “New Englander” for ex- 
ample—that al! our churches might have aniformity, and 
stability in uniformity, and that homogeneousness which 
formerly was so manifest. I was always sorry the old 
“Connecticut Observer” was given up, but as it has been, 
most gladly do I welcome your “Herald” as its successor 
—now that { have become a Connecticut pastor. Pros- 
perity be with you in conducting it, and in making it what 
no city paper from any other state can be to our church. 
es, a local organ, and a local bond.” 

The Herald labors under a serious disadvantage in con- 
sequence of the sgle of the Congregational Observer to the 
N. Y. Evangelist, by which that paper procured an exten. 
sive circulation in Connecticut, which it enjoyed at the 
time the Herald was established; but we learn from the 
publisher of the latter paper, that its circulation has been 
steadily increasing during the two years of its existence, 
and that it is now permanently established. There is a 
manifest disposition on the part of the Congregationalists 
and Episcopalians of Connecticut to sustain local papers 
of theirown.

Since my last previous visit to Hartford the Wadsworth 
Atheneum has been erected. It is named in honor of 
the wealthy and generous citizen who presented to the 
city the beautiful site on which the elegant and spacious 
edifice stands. I visited only the library, my time not al. 
lowing me to survey it farther. The librarian is the Rev. 
Dr. Robins, formerly of East Windsor, an aged and learn. 
ed divine, a very interesting man, and probably the great. 
est antiquarian in the country. His private library is here 
exhibited, and is far the most valuable portion of the col. 
lection. He showed me one Bible of very large size which 
was presented him by the Duke of Sussex, and is the copy 
of the first edition of the translation made by direction of 
King James. He had copies of several other English edi. 
tions, of whose size and beauty those who have seen only 
the American editions can have no conception. In the 
same hall were ceposited a zreat number of antique curi- 
osities, and among other articles a chest, which was bro’t 
over in the Mayflower, and on the lid of which the pilgrims 
were accustomed to spread the scanty provisions of their 
meals. It is a most interesting relie. 

Hartford is well supplied with houses of worship, sever- 
al of which are crowned with lofty steeples, The Episco. 
palians are evidently making progress in the city, by dint 
of zealous and nnwearied effort ; and the Unitarians have 
commenced building a eostly edifice of stone, resolved, it 
seems, to have a sure foot-hold, at last, in Connecticut.— 
They have but two or three churches beside in the State, 
and these are of recent origin. We learned that the only 
denomination which is likely to suffer on account of their 
establishment in Hartford is the Universalists. Some of 
these may find it more respectable to attend at a Unitarian 
place of worship, and the doctrines preached, probably 
will not be specially offensive. The return of Mr. Turn- 
bull to this eity isan event of deep interest to the people 
generally, and especially to the church of which he is the 
pastorelect. His prospects of usefulness are most encour- 
aging. It was very gratifying to us, also, to observe the

Confession. 

In the contemplated seasons of fasting, confessions and

every thing valuable must be the result of diligent applica. 
tion to study. The prospect of removing lays before eve- 
ry minister a strong temptation to neglect study; and the 
certainty that he must soon remove, absolutely demands 
that he be superficial in all that he does. He must make 
some impression on his people, and the little time he has 
to stay, forbids him to attempt anything more than a su- 
perficial impression. And beside, a people given to change 
will be satisfied with nothing bat sparkling froth. 

A pastor’s piety, also, will suffer from a prospect of a 
change. If he is to remain year after year with the same 
people, preachiug the gospel after it has become an old 
story, he must be strong in the strength of God. Deep 
and ardent piety is absolutely necessary to success under 
such circumstances, The truth when preached by men 
of doubtful piety, has sometimes been eminently success- 

!; but only while the true character of the preacher is 
concealed from the hearer. 

A permanent pastor will be more careful of his reputa- 
tion than if he were expecting soon to change his location. 
With him every act of indiscretion gives him reputation 
for life, The traveling preacher will sometimes outrun 
a very bad reputation. These evils—superficiality of in- 
tellect, of heart, and of reputation—rotation in office brings 
upon the circulating pestor, They are great—affecting 
equally his happiness and his usefulness. , 

2. The churches also suffer, even more than the pastor. 
They are not fed. Strong meat they do not receive ; and 
of the “sincere milk” they ean obtain only the froth—they 
cannot “grow thereby.” 

The discipline of the church must be neglected, where 
there is a constant change of pastors. Difficult and im-

Some eighty or ninety slaves in the counties of Charles 


and Prinee George, Maryland, banded together a few days | 


since for the purpose of making their escape from slavery, 
and proceeded on their way North, armed with bludg- 
eons, pitchforks &c.,they were pursued however, and most 
of them retaken. The following letter from a gentleman 
in Baltimore,to the New York Herald, tells the melancholy 
story of their arrest. When will man learn to treat his fel- 
low man as a human being. 
Battimore, July 12, 1845. 

The Runaway Negroes—Cruel Treatment from their 

Captors—Shot Down like Dogs—Triymph of Whis.- 

keytown. 


I learn from a gentleman who was present at the arrest 
of the gang of runaway negroes near Rockville, Maryland, 
that they were treated in the most brutal manner by their 
captors. When surrounded by the Rockville volunteers 
they were commanded to surrender, and because one out 
of the forty showed a determination to resist, a whole vol-. 
ley of bails from rifles and pistols was poured indiscrimi- 
nately among them. Those wounded are Ferdinand, 


slave of Wm. Browner, a ball in the left side of his neck, | 


whieh will probably prove fatal; James, slave of Edwin 
Jones, rifle ball in his back, which will cripple him for life ; 
David, a slave of John Hamet, part of his cheek torn 
away, and atal!l in his baek ; David, another slave of 
John Hamet, his right arm completely shattered with a 
musket bal! ; James,a slave of Barnes’ estate, perfectly 
riddled with balls in his side aud neck, and part of his 
cheek torn away ; Mark, do. a pistol ball in the baek of 
his neek ; James Gray, belonging to Charles Rye, severe. 
ly wounded on the side of his face; Lewis Dey, slave of 
Colonel Miller, streck with a ball on the side of his face ; 
Henry, slave to General Chapman, a ballin his baek.— 
Had their arms been loaded with fine shot, or even a little 
coarse salt, itwould have answered every purpose: but 
instead of that the deadly bullet must be used, and aim 
taken in every instance, as will be seen by the direction of 
the shot, at the head and shoulders, instead of the extrem. 
They eould not however,have fallen in with a more 
brutal and cowardly set of people in the world than the 
eitizens of Rockville. Unless they have greatly improved 
of late, there are but two or three sober men in the whole 
town, and they are tavern keepers. It used to be said that 
more whiskey was drank daily in little Rockville than in 
any other town in the State, and from the valor displayed 
by them on this occasion, it is evident that (hey must have 
been aroused to the battle from their Bacchanalian orgies. 
What a noble debt of gratitude is due to them, for giving 
to our State such a charseter of brutality. Some of them, 
on their return, even regretted that they “could not make 
the damn niggers resist, so that they might have had the 
pleasure of shooting them all down.” They were all march. 
ed with ox chains, handcuffs, &e., and driven through 
Washington yesterday, on their way to their homes, more 
like a drove of hogs than human beings. In less than a 
week those that escaped the balls of their captors, will be 
on their way to the cotton fields of Louisiana, while some 
at least of the wounded will cie of neglect. Although

Tue New Post Orrice Law.—The resignation of ma- 
ny Postmasters on account of the small compensation al. 
lowed under the new law is likely we fear to occasion some 
embarrassment to the Department if not to the country.— 
We learn from the Union that ihe Postmaster General felt 
himself under the necessity of considering whether he 
had authority to apply any portion of the funds appropria. 
ted by Congress to meet the deficiencies of the Depart- 
ment, tothe payment of such Postmasters as are not ade- 
quately compensated under the new law. Ou this ques- 
tion he asked the opinion of the Attorney General, and 
that gentleman replied in a letter which occupies two col. 
umns of the Union, His opinion is in favor of the exer. 
cise by the Postmaster General of the power alluded to, 
and the following official order has accordingly been is- 
sued : 

Post Orrics, July 9, 1845. 

Ordered, That, from and afier the Ist day of July,1845, 
| every deputy postmaster whose commissions on the posta. 

ges of letters at 30 per cent, and of newspapers at 5U per 
j cent, under the act of 3d March, 1845, shall fall short of 
the sum of $6 25 for any one quarter, or of the propor. 
tional part of that sum for any fraction of a quarter, be 
authorized to credit himself, in a separate accourt current, 
for extra commission on the postage of letters at 20 per 
cent, under the act of 3d March, 1845. 

If the Postmaster be entitled tothe allowance of 20 per 
cent, for night servicc, he will not credit the extra com- 
} mission here mentioned, as 50 per cent, is the utmost 
} which can be allowed in any case under the law. 
Ordered, That every deputy postmaster whose commis- 
| sions on the postage of letters and newspapers, and ether 
allowances, shall exceed the sum of $6 25 in any one 
| quarter, or the due proportion of the said sum in any part 
of a quarter, be authorized,in the event that such commis. 
sions and allowances fall short of the amount to which such 
deputy postmaster was entitled for the corresponding quar- 
ter of the fiscal year ending 30th June, 1845, to credit 
himself, in a separate item to his account current, for such 
amount of extra commissions as shall make the whole 
amount credited equal to the same ; the extra commissions 
to be subj2ct to the provision contained in the 41st section 
of the act of 3d March, 1845, and to the regulations of 
the department issued in pursuance thereof.

For the Christian Secretary, 
RELIGIOUS DECLENSION, 


Why is not tho religious declension which is so 
universal and lasting, oftener made the subject of 
investigation by our leading men, as they believe 
the salvation of both the church and country de. 
pends on the continuance of such revivals as have 
been among us for a half century past? In re- 
gard to the causes of this languor, there will, 
doubtless, be various opinions according to the 
predilections or prejudices of men ; but as re- 
spects the results, there can be but one opinios, 
i. e. evil, only evil continually, Should this lan. 
guor of religious feeling be protracted for many 
years, what a fearful odds between the rising 
genetation, and that of by-gone years! True, 
we are getling up a vast and complicated ma- 
chinery, as far as instrumentalities are concern- 
ed. But if,as all orthodox christians believe, | 
and as is the fact, divine influence is absolutely | 
he heart and fit men for the.

not doubt, that but for the intervention of such 
divine influences, both the church and the world 
must rapidly deteriorate, until they arrive to that 
crisis beyond which the honor of God, and sig- 
nal judgments, will not allow them to pass. 

Our natures must be dissolved and reconstrue- 
ted on a different model, before the mind will 
cease to be occupied and interested about some- 
thing. Nature abhors a vacuity. rer 
the tone of religious feeling become minimum, 
we may expect, as a thing of course, that wick. 
ed men and infidels will become less ceremonious 
in their opposition to christianity, —will occupy 
every fortress that christians will yield them, and 
dispute every inch of ground they retain, rhe 
arena of political contests will enlarge its boun- 
daries, and the combatants become more virulent 
and sanguinary. The ambitious and aspiring 
will more readily ‘let slip the dogs of war’ upon 
nations, and the avaricious be less scrupulous ip 
means for monopoly and wealth. Churches will 
become more fastidious, and ministers more as. 
piring and greedy of filthy lucre, until, like the 
fabled chariot, set on fire by the friction of its 
own velocity, they consume themselves. I know 
of but one effectual remedy for such a state of 
things, that is, for the great interests of the soul 
and a future state to become rife in the mind. 
‘That will not only suberdinate the interests of 
this life to these of the life to come, but will so 
entirely disengage the affections from these in. 
terests as to render them not worthy to be com- 
pared with the glory that shall be revealed in us. 
If we are belligerent in our feelings, let us not 
fight with our poor fellow-men who we are com- 
manded to love, and who, if Jet alone, will die of 
themselves; but rather wage eternal war with 
our own unhallowed passions of emulation, hate, 
envy, pride, wrath, &c. If we aspire to honor, 
let it be that which comes from God, for in it 
there are no lies. If we want wealth, let us re- 
member the soul needs wealth, and be rich to- 
wards God. If we wish for good society, let us 
seek to be children of the resurrection, and be 
equal with the angels of God. If we wish for an 
object on which we may place our affections, let 
it be on him who can neither disappoint our 
hopes, nor make us unhappy in the possession. 
If we love life, and aspire after it, let it be that 
which is eternal, 

I have already remarked that there would, 
doubtless, be various opinions in regard to the 
cause of the present declension ; some would re- 
solve it into the sovereignty of God alone; and 
others ascribe it exclusively to the existence of 
some crying evil or neglect of duty. In my 
opinion it is referable to both. We are sinners,

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ture. God always has sufficient reasons for all 
he decs, while at the same time he exercises his 
sovereignty in the kingdom of nature and the 
kingdom of grace ; he causes his rain to descend 
on one city, and not on another; he sends a re- 
freshing season from his presence on ome com- 
munity, and not on another, and at one time and 
not at another. And, although I would be slow 
in representing a declension of religion as a re- 
action of a former revival, as though christians 
needed a respite in the lively exercise of holy af- 
fections, I would be equally so, in excluding the 
sovereignty of God in the bestowal of blessings, 
either natural or spiritual. Declensions have 
followed revivals, and revivals have followed de- 
clensions, ever since the christian era, and if it 
is not the necessary course of things, it has been 
the invariable course of facts. A few days since 
I asked an aged minister of the gospel if he ever 
recollected so general a declension in this coun- 
try, confidently anticipating the response, no. 
He replied, “yes. When,” said he, “I first set. 
tled among my people, nearly forty years ago, 
they did nut know what was meant by a confer- 
ence meeting.” In the times of the Edwards and 
Tennents and Whitefield, there was a very ex- 
tensive revival in this country, and a terrible de- 
clension followed, and, like an incubus, settled 
down upon a slumbering church. For nearly 
fifty years, in round numbers, revivals have been 
rife in the land, and at length are followed by a 
universal declension. “Dreadful post of obser- 
vation, darker every hour.” A time to sow, and 
a time to reap; a time to weep, and a time to 
laugh; a time to mourn, and a time to dance. 

But let no one shield themselves under this 
sovereignty, as if this, and every other calamity, 
were not procured by our sins which are unre. 
mittingly crying for punishment, and which pun- 
ishment would as unremittingly be inflicted upon 
us, but for the intervention of grace. Although 
we do not live under a theocracy like the Jews, 
and of course may not have our sins especially 
marked with the same rigidity as theirs, for im- 
mediate punishment, owing to our future accoun- 
tability being more explicit; still, we have no 
reason to believe that God has abandoned the 
providential government of his church and peo- 
ple. Such a providential government existed be- 
fore the Jewish theocracy, as is evident from the 
destruction of the old world, the cities of the 
plain, and the overthrow of Pharaoh and Egypt. 
Consequently in the calamity we now suffer, our 
sins and our iniquities have separated between 
God and our souls, and have withholden good 
things from us. 

If I might be allowed to specify any in the 
long catalogue of our sins which, has brought this 
evil upon us, | would name buf two: The neg- 
lect to ask for the Holy Spirit, without which the 
machinery will not work ; and the falling off from 
the leading doctrines of the gospel in the public 
ministry. 

On the latter only, I am disposed to offer some 
remarks. ‘The day in which we live may be call- 
ed the day of action, compared with preceding 
times. Now, christian action is not to be spoken 
against, nor underrated ; for without it, doctrine 
is speculation, and experience is delusion; yet 
even action may be so disproportioned to the oth- 
er parts, as to render it obvious enough, that it is 
merely an acquired habit, dependant on the pop- 
ular current for both its existence and continu- 
ance, rather than the legitimate offspring of evan- 
gelical doctrine, and a genuine faith. The truth- 
fulness of this may appear from several points of 
observation. Let me select that of our religious

4 God has always been jealous for the purity of 
his gospel as preached by his servants; for he 
knows, and his servants ought to know, that its 
purity is essential to its efficiency, and that its 
mightiness through God, or its impotence, is in- 
variably graduated by the measure by which it 
assimilates to, or recedes from, the original pat- 
tern. If ministers aspire to display their origi- 
nality, they may find ample scope for such ex- 
hibition, in the illustration and enforcement of 
the word of God. They may, if they choose, 
put the physical, intellectual and moral world 
under contribution, with the whole circle of sci- 
ences; but when they come to preach the cross 
of Christ, let them, as they value the honor of 
Christ, and the souls of men, preach documenta.

and Firemen of said city; and relative to all matters con- 
cerning the fire department of said city; and to inflict pen- 
alties for the breach of said by-laws, which penalties shall 
be to the same uses, and recovered in the same manner 
as is now prescribed by the Act to which this is an addition. 
Provided, that no penalty shall exceed the sum of thirty- 
four dollars, and that no by-law shall be made repugnant 
to the laws of the state now in force, till approved Sieh 
lished in the same manner as is now required by the afore- 
said act. 

The Court of Common Council of said city 
shall have full power and authority, for misconduct or auy 
other cause by them deemed sufficient, to discharge any 
fireman from any fire company in said city, and to disband 
any fire company in said city, and by voluntary enlistment 
or otherwise, to fill the vacancies thereby incurred.
